Israeli Controller 
Sees Eban About 


Accounts in N.Y. 


JERUSALEM, April 95 (NYT). 
—Former Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban met yesterday with Israel's 
controller of foreign exchange to 
discuss a government inquiry 
into two bank accounts that he 
has in New York City. 

Mr. Eban, the No. 3 man on 
the Labor party's election list 
for parliament in the general 
ejection Mar 17. is widely regard- 
ed as the likely choice for for- 
eion minister if the party is suc- 
cossful. 

After the meeting with the 
controller, Dov Kanterowitz, Mr. 
Eban said he had given Mr. 
Kanterowltz “a description of 
the activities that 1 carried out 
on the basis of the permit ac- 
corded to me to maintain for- 
eign currency abroad.” 

An Israeli Treasury official 
raid that his offtce was checking 
to see whether Mr. Eban's trans- 
actions were in accord with the 
terms of the government permit 
Mr. Eban received in 1967. Offi- 
cials said they were having dif- 
ficulty locating Dir. Eban’s per- 
mit because of a poorly organiz- 
ed filing system. Israel canceled 
its outstanding permits allowing 
foreign accounts in 1974 because 
of some abuses. 
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Zaire’'s central bank. In return 
for a promise of stringent aus- 
terity and other tough conditions 
by Zaire. New York's First Na- 
tional City Bank (Citibank: 
agreed to make “best efforts” to 
raise $250 million more in inter- 
national money markets to revive 
the African nation’s economy, 

Bankers Trust Co, Morgan 
Guaranty Trust and several other 
banks were doubtful at the time 
of signing that the deal could be 
successfully implemented. The 
skeptics are much more pessi- 
mistic now that fighting has 
broken out in Zaire's copper-pro- 
ducing area, Even senior officials 
of Citibank, the sponsors of the 
rescue plan, said the financing 15 
impossible until the war in Shaba 
is settled. 

Unless the country can be 
sayed by a speedy military vic- 
tory or a large infusion of for- 
eign aid. Zaire is likely to become 
the first nation in recent years to 
be declared in default of its debts 
to the World's commercial banks 
—in other words, bankrupt. 


Serious Danger 


The financial collapse of Zaire 
—which owes 33 billion in foreign 
debts, including $500 million in 
commercial bank loans—could be 
absorbed without serious danger 
to any single jender or to the in- 
ternational financial system, ex- 
Perts believe. However. the im- 
pact of a country going broke 
could extend far beyond the 
sums invoived. 

There is fear that a Zatrian 
bankruptcy would be a blow to 
public and investor confidence in 
Major commercial banks, which 
have made large and still-grow- 
ing loans to foreign governments 
and enterprises. Several U.S. 
banks bow make more than half 
their annual profits from ovrer- 
Seas Jending. The loans from big 
banks to ttle countries, many of 
them in questionable financial 
condition, have been a novel 
feature of the world economic 
scene since it was thrown into 
disorder three rears ago when 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries 1\OPr'™ rais- 
ed prices, 

Zaire’s troubles also illustrate 
the potential effect of foreign 
policy on private overseas invest- 
ments. While New York bankers 
maintain that they ask no fayors 
of the US. government in 
protecting their financial stakes 
in Zaire, there js no doubt that 
the presence of U.S. capital is a 
factor in Washington's decision- 
making. 

In asking Congress 18 months 
ago to approve $60 million in 
emergency economic aid for 
Zaire, Edward Mulcahy, then dep- 
uty assistant secretary of state 
for African affairs, cited the 
threat to U.S. financial interests 
as a reason. In the current 
troubles, both Washington and 
Wall Street are well aware that 
the private investments in Zaire 
Were undertaken with explicit 
U.S. government encouragement. 


Views Exchanged 


Citibank’s specialist on Zaure, 
vice-president Hamilton Me- 
Serve, has been spending one day 
each week in Washington recent- 
ly exchanging views and informa- 
tion with the State and Treasury 
Departments, World Bank, Inter- 
national Monetary Fund and 
other agencies, Mr. Meserve said 
he speaks almost daily by tele- 
phone with “my counterpart,” the 
State Department's Zaire expert, 
Edward Marks. 

There is “reasonable coordina- 
tion” between the banks and the 
government, a State Department 
Officia) said. “Our interests are 
not identical but they are not op- 
posed and they are not separate.” 

Former US. officials in Zaire 
play significant roles on behalf 
of private business. For example, 
the former CIA station chief in 
Binshasa, Larry Deviin. who is 
reputed to have heiped instal! 
President Mobutu Sese Seko in 
power in 1965, is the Zaire repre- 
sentative for New York entrepre- 
eur Maurice Tempelsman. re- 
portediy for close to $100,000 
Fearly. 


Enormons Eeserves 


Zaire is reported to have 74 
per cent of the world’s industrial 


diamond reserves and 28 per cent 
of the known reserves of colbalt. 
«The United States imports uear- 
ly alt its cobalt, which is essen- 
tial to the metals, space and 
nuclear power industries, and half 
the imports come from Zaire), In 
addition, the country has enor- 
mous deposits of copper—its ma- 
Jor export-and of many other 
ores. 

Beginning about 1970. President 
Mobutu ied the country into an 
ambitions program of develop- 
ment—and of borrowing and 
Spending outside money. “Calling 
all American investors, industrial- 
ists, merchants” proclaimed 
Zatre's full-page ads in U.S. publi- 
cations offering “unprecedented 
opportunities to extract and pro- 
cess its fantastic mineral resour- 
ces.” 

Dozens of U.S. firms respond- 
ed, backed up by government- 
guaranteed jJoams from the Ex- 
Port-Import Bank and commercial 
leans from private bankers. Start- 
ing with a 1970 syndicated loan 
led by New York's Bankers Trust, 
the private banks also extended 
large “balance-of-payments” loans 
to Zaire's government—in effect, 
direct support for the national 
treasury which has been controi- 
led personally by Pcesident Mo- 
butu. 

The bubble burst in 1975 with 
a sudden drop in the world price 
of copper and the closing of 
Zaire’s best outlet to markets— 
the Benguela railroad running 
through war-torn Angola. With 
little foreign money coming in, 
Zaire stopped making payments 
on the huge debts it piled up 
during the spending boom. Banks 
seeking to collect often received 
no reply at all to increasingly in- 
Sistent inquiries about the pay- 
ments due. 


Club of Paris 


In June officials of 11 govern- 
ments including the United 
States met at the French Foreign 
Ministry to “reschedule” the debts 
Zaire owed to their national trea- 
suries. This Club of Paris agree- 
Ment allowed Zaire a delay of up 
to 10 years in payments due in 
1975 and last year to the foreign 
governments. The agreement did 
not cover Zaire’s debts to com- 
mercial banks. although 2 clause 
reportedly promised «to the bank- 
ers’ discomfort) that commercial 
bank adjustments would be made 
“on & comparable basis.” 

The 13 “agent banks” which 
had led the way in arranging 
worldwide Zaire loans by 98 banks 
sent @ message to Zaire in Aug- 
ust demanding a meeting with 
government officials to discuss 
their money. The agent banks— 
8 American. 3 French, 2 British, 
a Belgian and a Japanese—had 
met in London four months ear- 
lier to press their case together. 
‘The loans involved in these dis- 
cussions fofaled $375 million, 
most of them to be repaid in the 
middle and late 1970s. 

Early in September the repre- 
sentatives of the banks met in 
London for the first time with 
Zaitre's officials, headed by its cen- 
tral bank governor. To the bank- 
ers’ dismay. he asked for an 
even better deal than the credi- 
tor governments had given him 
—not 10 years but @ 15-year “re- 
scheduling” of all Zaire’s private 
bank debts. 

A series of international eco- 
nomic decisions involving Zaire 
is now pending. Most of the deci- 
sions will be deeply affected by 
the Shaba fighting. Last week 
the staff of the DMF sent to the 
monetary fund's governing board 
the “stabilization program” which 
Mr, Mobutu signed before the 
Shaba fighting, with 2 recom- 
roendation that the plan be ac- 
cepted and new “standby” funds 
granted. 

Later this spring, the French 
are expected to summon another 
Club of Paris meeting of Zaire's 
governmental creditors to post- 
pone scheduled payments of its 
official debt for this year. 

This summer, perhaps in June, 
the World Bank plans to con- 
vene s separate meeting of poten- 
tial domor nations to contribute 
new development money for Zaire. 
The United States, France and 
other nations with a stake in 
Zaire are behind this effort.

Vietnam Premier Visits Paris 
In Bid to Renew Ties to West 


PARIS, April 25 (IHT).—Viet- 
namese Premier Pham Van Dong 
today began a four-day officia} 
visit to France, in what was re- 
garded as the start of his coun- 
try's drive to open relations with 
the West. 

The visit started 10 days be- 
fore Vietnamese and U.S. nego- 
tlators meet here to normalize 
Telations between their countries 
after ἃ decade of war which end- 
ed two years ago.

U.S. Agency Says 74,000 Risk 
Cancer, Fails to Inform Them 


By David Burnham 


WASHINGTON, April 25 
(NYT) —A federal health agency 
has not informed tens of thou- 
sands of U.S. workers whose 
mimes it has collected that they 
have been exposed io substances 
known to causé cancer, even 
though early warnings can result 
in cures or prolonged life. 

The names and addresses of 
the 74,000 workers, who stand a 
far greater chance of developing 
cancer than the general public, 
have been gathered in scares of 
statistical research projects 
Undertaken by the National 
Institute for Occupational Safety 
and Health during the last five 
years, 

‘The head of the institute, Dr. 
John Finklea, said the workers 
hed not been informed of the 
risks they face partly because his 
agency lacked the necessary 
funds and authority and partly 
because of his belief that notifi- 
cation without an effective fol- 
low-up system “might do more 
harm than geod." 

Dr. Finklea, a physician, said 
that further instivute studies 
would probably identify 123,000 
more workers who were at risk 
and that the question of what 
the government should do to 
help them was one of the major 
pending national heajth issues. 

“The Best You Can’ 

“Of course I am concerned,” 
be said. “But the: problem far 
exceeds my personal or even 
NIOSH's ability to do much 
about it, Given the present cir~ 
cumstances, you try to do the 
best you can and hope that 
others will do the same.” 

The institute's responsibility 
for gathering data on those ex- 
posed to dangerous substances 
was discussed in a memorandum 
April 8 by Dr. Kenneth Bridbord, 
head of the agency's Office of 
Extramural Coordination and 
Special Projects, 

Dr. Bridbord said that if a 
government agency, corporaticn 
or union possessed the names of 
workers “whom they knew were 
at risk of cancer and if they 
did not notify the workers of this 
risk, then all parties could con- 
ceivably be liable should any of 
these workers subsequently devel- 
op cancer.”

Children of Guernica Recall, 
In Art, Horrors of ithe Raid

GUERNICA, Spam. Apri) 55.- 
Jt wilh be 40 years tomorrow since 
German bombers destroyed Guer- 
mea during the Spanish Citil 
War and the image of that horror 
4s still being depicted in art. 

In 1981. Picasso symbolized the 
wanton destructton of the m- 
nocent in his enormous canvas 
called “Guernica.” 

Now, the schoglchiidrec of 
Guernica are exhibiting their 
handiwork in commemoration of 
the event—a series of brightly 
colored crayon and ink drawings 
en cheap paper. crammed with 
images of death and desiruction. 

In scores of drawings. these 
children. 6 to 12 years of age, have 
depicted planes diving, bombs 
dropping, houses burning. people 
drying, civilians fleeing. In one 
drawing, a Nazi German and a 
Spanish follower of Franco clasp 
hands over the rubble of Guer- 
nica, In another drawing. Guerni- 
ea is πὸ more than an array of 
eracked brown pieces, Uke a jig- 
saw puzzle, Some younger chil- 
dren draw their German planes 
with crude stick lines. Some older 
children draw their victims like 
replicas of Picasso's distorted, tor~ 
amented figures. 

In their own way, the draw 
ings of the children are as 
terrifying as the canvas of Pi- 
casso. He created his painting to 
make sure that history would not 
forget the destruction of Guer- 
nica. The children created ther 
little drawings because their par- 
ents want to make sure that 
Guernica never forgets that de- 
struction. 

The exhibition of elementary 
zchool art is part of 2 series of 
commemorative acts that will 
end tomorrow with a mass for 
the victims of the attack. It is 
the first thme in four decades 
that the Spanish government has 
permitted such ceremonies and 
the pennission was granted re- 
luctantly. Although Franco died 
more than a year ago, Guernica 
as still a delicate issue in Spain. 

After a round-table discussion 
by historians yesterday on the 
causes of the raid. the com- 
memorative committee of Guer- 
nica issued a demand, endorsed 
by five historians, that the 
Spanish government make “a 
public retraction" of the Fran- 
coist version of the events anc 
open its archives so that histo- 
rians can verify what happened. 

In fact. many- historians agree 
now about what happened A 
member of the panel, a U.S. his- 
lorian, Herbert Southworth. 
whose book on Guernica will be 
published by the University of 
California Press m June. seid in 
an interview. "I believe the Ger- 
mans bombed Guernica at the 
orders of the Franco Spaniards 
to scare the hell out of the 


Basques and warn them thai the 
same thing could happen to EBil- 
bag. the main Basque city, As 
a result. Bilbao was not defend- 
ed.” 


The raid on Guernica is con- 
sidered a mulestone in modern 
nulivary history-the first δι" 
tempt to destroy an undefended 
town systematically and thus ter- 
rorize the civilian population. It 
occurred during the closing weeks 
of the successful campaign by 
the army of Franco to conquer 
the northern Easque provinces 
that had sided with the Spanish 
Republic during the Civil War. 
The instrument was the Condor 
Legion. sent by Hitler to serve 
as the air wing of Franco's army. 

On the clear afternoon of 
April 26, 1937, waves of Heinkels, 
Junkers and Messerschmitts 
dropped explosive and incendiary 
bombs on Guernica and strafed 
the streets, 

The raid. which began at 4:30 
Pm. 15 said to have lasted more 
than three hours. In all. 43 
planes took part. dropping 100.000 
pounds of bombs. Most of Guer- 
Nica. 2 town then of 7.000—now 
19.000—was left burning. ᾿ 

Since some of the wounded died 
in Bilbao later and Pranco's 
troops took bodies from the rub- 
ble of the town when ther 
merched in three days later, it 
has never beeri clear how many 
Spaniards died in the raid. Es- 
timates have ranged from a dozen 
to 1,600, often depending om the 
political bias of the analyst. 
Hugh Thomas, the British his- 
vorian of the Spanish Civil War. 
Tas accepted an estimate of 
1,000. 

Tm its first reaction. the Franvo 
Propaganda office accused “Red 
hordes” in the Republican Army 
of setting fire to Guernica “with 
the demonic intention of accu 
mg their enemy of doing it and 
thus provoking general indigna- 
tion among the conquered and 
demoralized Basques.” 

The Franco line was so diffi- 
cult to mamiain that his propa- 
gandists changed it continually. 
Later, they admitted same bamb- 
ing but msisted that the destruc- 
tive fire was set not by incen- 
diary bombs but by “the Red 
hordes.” 

The revisions continued during 
the France era until the govern- 
ment allowed a Spanish historian 
in 1970 to publish a book that 
admitted the destruction br the 
Condor Legion but claimed that 
the Germans had planned and 
executed the raid without clear- 
ing it with Franco or his offi- 
cers, This version is still the 
anomted one in Spain.

Andrei Gromyko. to India 15 not 
without significance for all of Asia But 
i would be difficult to guess at the exact 
results of the journey. For the Indian as- 
sociation with its neighbor (at one remove) 
to the north has been hard-heeded and 
Practical, with a very capitalist concern for 
Teal estate. And while the government of 
India has changed much with the defeat of 
Mrs, Gandhi, its strategic position has hardly 
been altered by the advent of Mr. Desai to 
the prime ministry. 

Under Prime Minister Nebru, India's chief 
strategic concern was the existence of Pak- 
istan and the arguments over such border~ 
jands as Kashmir. Nehru—with Choa En- 
lai—argued for the peaceful co-existence of 
various ideologies until one of them—Chou 
En-lai’s—took over part of India’s northeast 
frontier. This brought an at least tempo- 
rary improvement in relations between the 
United States and India. but over the long 
haul the persistent rivalry between the 
Soviet Union and China led India to closer 
ties with the former. which were embodied 
into a treaty by Mrs. Gandhi at the time of 
the Bangladesh war. The United States, at 
that time. “tilted” its neutrality toward Pak- 
istan, although it is clear enough that it was 
not the fate of Bangladesh. the former East 
Pakistan, that troubled’ Weshington, but 


rather the possibility that India might take 
over ait of the Moslem state, At any rate, 
Moscow was closer to New Delhi then than 
Washington, 

In his attacks on Mrs. Gandhi, Mr. Desat 
spoke of the need for Indie to return to the 
principle of nonaliznment, something which, 
in fact, Indira Gandhi seemed to have been 
drifting toward in the latter days of her 
emergency reign. But India hes built up lines 
to the Soviet Union with respect to arms and 
industries; articulate Indians have long been 
suspicious of the United States—and both 
Pakistan and China remain. 

It would seem, therefore, that the Gro- 
myko mission will have a good deal in its 
favor, despite the oratory of the recent 
campaign. India has a friendship treaty 
with Moscow which is not likely to be dis~ 
avowed. In other words, the gains which the 
Soviet Union seems to be making in Ethiopia 
(although there the situation is far more 
confused and the strategic elements—tne 
Sudan and Somaliland—far more complex) 
are not likely to be wiped out in New Delhi. 
But the situation may well be tempered, 
Both India and Ethiopia have other consid- 
erations than strategic; both may well fear 
the lack of a fall of rain rather than the 
fact of a fait of bombs. There is room in 
both areas for positive diplomacy—for, to 
use that much abused word, détente. 


Stepping Back 


Usually when a forelgn government 
sharply reduces the American presence and 
kicks out most U.S. officials, it is cause for 
® certain dismay, But in the case of 
Ethiopia, which announced such actions over 
the weekend, it may be something of a bless- 
ing. The reason is that the military zovern- 
ment now seated in Addis Ababa is in deep 
trouble and, since there does not seem to 
be much the United States can or perhaps 
ought to do to help out, it might as well keep 
its head down. U.S. diplomacy was headed 
im that direction anyway. The Ethiopians 
have accelerated the pace. 

It was not always so. Through the cold- 
war decades, Washington stpported Emperor 
Haile Selassie, who in turn offered himself 
as an African political partner and provided 
rights to a major communications base in 
Asmara, But three years ago the emperor's 
domestic misrule caught up with him, and 
he was overthrown. It was chiefly his suc- 
eessors’ need for American arms that kept 
them tied to Washington. Almost inevitably, 
once they made other military connections— 
with the Soviet Union for equipment, with 
Cuba for advisers—they started breaking the 
U.S. connection. The Carter administration's 
public attack on their human-rights record 
seems ta have been the last straw.

There is no reason 
and, given due American discretion, not 
much likelihood of a great-power confronta- 
tion, even through proxies.

The United States has a large and neces- 
sary interest in the Arab-Israeli conflict and 
the southern African racial struggle, But in 
the horn of Africa, as in Zaire and the other 
corners of the continent where neither of 
these questions intrudes, the United States 
would do well to step back from high visibil- 
ity or direct involvement. Warious other 
foreigners will come in: the Russians in 
Ethiopia, the Saudis in Somalia, the French 
and Moroccans in Zaire, and so on, It would 
be infinitely preferable if Africans were more 
prepared to solve their own political prob- 
lems. But their weakness and their divi- 
sions practically ensure that, in conflict 
situations, they will seek or receive outside 
patronage, The United States should do 
what it can diplomatically to localize, and 
ease, these conflicts. But the thrust of its 
policy should be to help those Africans 
ready to be helped-to tend to their immense 
economic and social cares.

unmeasuruble. Simultaneously a plunge 
into the ancient lore of the mystical East 
and a leap into the esoteric reaches of the 
technological West, the extravaganza, 
which ended vesterday, counted among its 
cast an eclectic array of philosophies, 
theologies and isms, from the Sufis to 
biorhythms, from mind control to Rudolph 
Steiner. 

And, for those more interested in the 
natural than the supernatural, the week- 
long gala also featured the gamut of back- 
to-the-earth insights and implements, 
offering ways to care for both the body 
and the planet, As Windmills fluttered 
and flour mills seraped in the background, 
herbelogists touted the benefits of natura!

At the Kirlian Photography 
booth. for example, a young man 
to anatyze one’s state of mind by inter- 
preting a photograph of the individual's 
hand showing the energy “aura” emanat- 
ing from its fingers. 

“You see,” he said to 2, frail-looking 
woman who had handed him her photo- 
graph, “the limited range of the lines 
around your fingers mean you are lack- 
ing in social relationships, too wrapped up 
in looking within yourself. You must work 
to make more contact with others, and 
then your aura will be fuller, reflecting the 
energy that is reaching out to others.” 

A sign perched on the Elosk of the 
Atlanta-based Eosmos company inquired, 
“Why is it some days you feel like a mil- 
lion bucks, and others like small change?” 
The answer, according to a company rep- 
resentative, is due to fluctuations in one’s 
“biorhythms,” cycles that measure the ups 
and downs of the individual's intellectual, 
emotional and physical lives. He demon- 
strated a calculator on sale for £30 (850) 
to those interested in determining, with 
the push of a button, the progress cf their 
cycles and thus whether they should feel 
cheery or melancholy on a given day. “Be 
one of the first in Britain to own your 
own biorhythm calculator," he told on- 
Jookers. 


Popular Display 


One of the most popular displays featur- 
ed the “Bio Activity Translator,” which, on 
closer inspection, turned out to be a device 
for enabling humans to hear plants “talk.” 
Walking into a small booth, the spectater 
found a glass-enclosed plant whose calm 
appearance was belied by the sound of ἃ 
turbulent, horticultural oration, somewhat 
similar to a Stockhausen tone poem. 

“Tt sounds frenetic because pecple are 
moving in and out,” said Jeremy Lord, 
an electrical engineer who created the 


device. “But if you put it in the home, it 

produces 2 much more melodic, Yesiful™ 
sound, reflecting the environment. Here, 

_someons in front of the plant threatened 

to cub cff its leaves, and the plant respond- 

ed by not producing a sound for 10 

mainutes.”

Corrugated panels illustrated the benefits ᾿ 
of solar energy, while a windmill (powered 

by motor) spun in demenstration of alter~ 

native technologies.

‘The most abundant item on display, 
however, was alternative religions, as a 
flock of seers, healers, gurus and their 
disciples explained with patience to the 
uninitiated how to transcend the mundane. 
Youths in jeans listened to saintly look- 
ing men in long orange robes dissect the 
mysteries of Buddha and Meher Baba, and 
to varsity-like -men in pin-striped suits 
extol more esoteric creeds focusing on fly- 


ing saucers, interplanetary experience and . |. 


cosmic beings. A video tape advertised 
courses in spiritual healing, while shelves 
οἵ mutiti-hued tomes offered insights into 
theosophy, anthroposophy and pyramido- 
logy. ; 


A teen-aged girl with Jong black hair 
and an uncertain smile talked with a 
salesman of computer printouts promising 
guidance on the path to psychical well- 
being. “But will it work?” the girl asked, -
